'to question witnesses This is done to 
expedite the work. "When the grand 
jurors \ote on a bill of indictment, 
the assistant district attorney is re- 
quired to leave the room. 
The court devoted some time to 


dealing with the question of legal 
search »n whiskey cases. He also ex- 
plained concurrent 'jurisdiction and 
the precedent followed of the junior 
court yielding to the senior court in 
cases where persons charged 
with 


violation of The prohibition act are 
being proceeded against both in the 
state and the federal courts. 
The 


court was clear in pointing out that 
proper search warrants must be is- 
su«R „ and 
executed m looking for 


liftuor and he detailed several inter- 
escfngr cases recorded in the courts 
where liquor has been found by offi- 
cers in homes, these cases, however, 
being annulled in the higher court be- 
cause of the illegal method of secur- 
ing ^ne evidence 
In speaking of 


searching 
automobiles. Judge Mc- 


Dowell maintained the right of offi- 
cers who. suspecting that cars hav« 
liquor and yet possessing no nearch 
warrant for the occupants, can detain 
such persons and carry them before 
the United btatcs commisisoner and 
in this way secure warrants and serve 
them before the e«cape of those be- 
ing proceeded against.

The presentation of the naturaliza- 


iion cases resulted in one being op- 
|jo=ed by the government, and the 
matter was taken under advisement 
by Judge McDowell. 
This was 
the 


•ja^e of Spero Koumparakis or Koum- 
pas who sought American citizenship. 
Je=!sc Thomas representing the De- 
po.itment of Labor, opposed his citi- 
z.3n.snip on the part of the go^pr^meat 
olaiij.ing that Koumpa;, a native of 
Greece had taken out his first papers 
and expressed his intentions of abid- 
ing by the American Constitution dur- 
ing the war. 
When his question- 


naire was sent him, the government 
contends, he sought exemption from 
military tervice in the United States 
Army on the ground that he was an 
alien. His first papers prevented hib 
service being levied upon by the Greek 
government. After taking advantage 
of his alienage for service Koumpas, 
the government contends, at the close 
}f the war renewed his application for 
final papers. It was on this ground 
that the Greek's admittance was op- 
posed. 
Judge McDowell may render 
a decision on this point before tne 
close of the present term. 
Koumpas 


at present lives in Danville. 
The naturalization of George Wil- 


moth Robertson, superintendent-gen- 
eral of the Dan River Mills and a 
widely known Danville man, because 
of his long .residence here, developed 
a unique revelation. 
Until about a, 
year ago Mr Robertson, who -was born 
in England, believed that he was «.n 
American citizen; in fact, he had en- 
joyed all of the privihges of a citizen 
until he applied for a passport to 
Great Britain on the occasion of hia 
recent visit when he attended the Ro- 
tanan convention. At the 
Depart- 
ment of State it was discovered that 
he had no proof of American citizen- 
ship and- upon his return from Ens- 
land Mr. Robertson hastened to be- 
come naturalized 
Tne record showed 
that he had come to America in 18 iO 
and that in 1886 on the occasion of 
voting the question of citizenship was 
raised but the registrar ruled that he 
bad a vote. This led Mr. Robertson 
to believe that his citizenship was es- 
tablished definitely and he did not 
question it until the occasion of hi* 
appHing for passports in Washington 
about a >ear ago. Those beside Mr.

German,

Badly Mutilated 
Whet 


Train Hits Auto Neaf 
Reidsville. 


Harry Lee, aged 34, son of Mr. anf 
Mrs. West Lee, of Lawsonvllle, N. C.» 
a few miles from Reldsville. died Itt 
the General hospital at 10:30 o'clock 
last night from injuries received at 
Ruffin, N. c., yesterday evening when 
a freight train plowed Into his auto- 
mobile when he was crossing th« 
main line. The Ford car In which h« 
was driving alone, was completely de- 
molished. Lee was found to be con- 
scious after the accident with his left 
leg severed and other severe mutila- 
tions. 
Before lapsing Into uncon- 
sciousness produced by the shock of 
the iccidont he told those who gath- 
or<Hl ai ound him that he did not se» 
the oncoming freight train and that a. 
pile of cross ties on the side of iha 
track obstructed his view of the track. 
Dr. Wharton, of Ruffin, was hastily 
called and he rendered first aid on 
the 
spot 
and 
prevented 
further 
hemorrhage. 
The young man waa 
then put on the first southbound' train 
and accompanied by the physician, 
was brought to Danville where he was 
met by an ambulance and rushed to 
the General hospital where he was 
admitted at 8 o'clock. 
Dr. E. H. 
Miller, hospital surgeon repaired the 
damage done in the best way possible. 
He was frightfully injured, however, 
and the shock of the calamity w«* 
too severe a tax on his vitality and h« 
died at about 10:30 o'clock. Thf 
freight tram was traveling at a^rapid 
rate and it struck the automobile a 
violent blow, Lee being thrown under 
one of the driving wheels. 
His remains were sent today to 
Reidsville and will be carried from 
tfiere to his home. He was unmar- 
ried but is survived by his mother 
and several brothers and sisters.

King, of Utah. 
King has introduced In the Senate 
a resolution "deploring the failure of 
European powers to take 
effective 
measures" and requesting the Presi- 
dent to bring the atrocities to the at- 
tention of the league of nations. 
However, King says, it appears 
"most doubtful" If the resolution will 
be adopted. 
"We have grown callous, he says. 
"Although It appears that the Turks 
are proceeding on a definite program 
for the extermination of the Arme- 
nians and Pontlan Greeks, we remain 
indifferent and heedless." 
"Notwithstanding that the Republic 
which the Armenians established fol- 
lowing the war was accorded recogni- 
tion, the bolshevists on the north and 
the barbarous Turks in Asia Minor 
have crushed, if not destroyed it. 
"If our government had declared 


war, as It should have done, against 
the Turkish empire, we would have 
had a voice in the treaty of Sevres 
That treaty, signed August 10. 1920 
by 
Turkey, 
with 
Great 
Britain 
France. Italy and Japan, demands ful 
and complete protection of life am 
liberty to all inhabitants of Turkey 
without regard to birth, nationality 
race or religion. 
"When Turkey signed the armis 
tice, the persecutions which had con 
tinued up to that time ceased. 


"But after the treaty of Sevre. 
was signed, it would appear that jeal 
ousles entered into the counsels of the 
allied nations participating in tha 
treaty. As a result, if they did no 
actually abandon the treaty, they fail 
ed to enforce it.
